which burning Issues and half-Issues of n, pol- 
itical campaign can be forgotten. We seem to 
recall Governor Dewey harping upon nn ad- 
ministration grown "old. tired and quarrel- 
some," while his opponents heatedly empha- 
sized his '"inexperience." 

Yet here we have a young man, neither pol- 
itical nor government veteran, whose ap- 
pointment to the highest Cabinet post haa 
called forth general non-partisan approba- 
tion. The Democrats have not cried that he is 

Without , experience.. The Republicans, have 

not- claimed the youthful replacement as 
their own Idea (though to say that Mr. Dewey 
Including Mr. Hull among the "old. tired and 
quarrelsome" would be unfnlr to both men). 

Certainly Mr. Stcttlnlus docs not bring 
long experience to his new Job. But he does 
bring an excellent substitute— his record of 
successes In previous assignments. 

He made a significant contribution to our 
Industrial conversion early In the war. As 
lend-lease administrator he performed the 
delicate task of cutting the pic Into unequal 
portions and keeping everyone happy. As Un- 
dersecretary of State he conducted the Dum- 
barton Oaks conversations ln an able, states- 
manlike manner, 

In addition to a good record Mr. Stcttlnlus 
obviously has the confidence of the retiring 
secretary as well as of the President. He may 
hope for Mr. Hull's Invaluable coua-sel when 
the latter's health has mended. And his rela- 
tions with Congress promise to be cordial. 

He will need these assets, of course, along 
with the administrative ability that made 
him something of a youthful prodigy ln the 
business world. And he will need his youlh, 
for the new Secretary of Stnte faces a Job 
that calls for strength.
